LORD LIEDTENANT-aENBRAL AKD GENERAL GOVERNOR OP IRELAND. 

May it Please yodh Excellency, 

I respectfully beg to submit my Eeport, under the direction of 
the Right Honourable the Master of the Rolls, and piu-suant to the 
24th section of the Public Records (Ireland) Act, 1867, on the pro- 
ceedings had during the year 191.3 in connexion with the Public Records 
of Ireland. 

1. An Order in Council made under the 5th section of the Public 
Records (Ireland) Act, 1867, has extended the operation of the Act 
to the Records of the Offices of Clerk of the Crown and Clerk of the 
Peace of the County Clare. The Act now extends to the Peace Office 
Records of every county in Ireland. The arrangements for the 
transfer of the Records from Ennis had not been completed at the 
end of the year. 

2. With the approval of your Excellency, aud the consent of the 
Treasury, two of the Class I. Clerks, Mr. T. J. Morrissey, IX. B., and 
Mr. ,D. A. Chart, M.A., have been authorised to undertake, outside 
their official time in this Department, occasional duty as Inspectors 
under the Commissioners for Historical Manuscripts. I am pleased 
to be able thus to facilitate the work of the Comndssion in Ireland. 

3. The Lords of the Treasury have been pleased, on your Ex- 
cellency’s recommendation, to sanction a slight increase in the pay 
of the class of Searchers, Bookbinders, and Repairers, and to authorise 
the formation from the same class of a small sub-class in the position 
of sub-foremen, -which tends to improve the organisation and effi- 
ciency of the class. 

4. Many of the earlier Reports of the Deputy-Keeper of the Records 
in Ireland have long been out of print, and repeated demands have been 
made by the public for their reprinting. I do not consider that a 
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simple reprint would be the most useful way of meeting the demand. 
The Reports contain, much matter which, though eminently proper 
for publication at the time, as supplying information of the progress 
from year to year of the_ work for which the ofFice was established, 
is not of permanent interest to the public. They include, too, many 
lists superseded by others printed in later reports, which therefore 
would be actually misleading if now’ presented in a new reprint. 

Historical students recognise that appendixes containing Calendars 
or Indexes of Records are of permanent value for their work, and desire 
the reprinting of those from Reports out of print. They complain, too, 
that in the case of Calendars which have been continued through 
several Reports, the difficulty of referring to them is very greatly 
increased by this form of issue. Therefore reprints which would 
take the form of separate publications of particular Calendars, would 
not only save much useless printing, but give to the public what 
is needed in a much more convenient form. I therefore ventured 
with the approval of the Master of the Rolls, to suggest that the 
demand for reprinting should be acceded to in the following modified 
form, involving the issue of four separate Stationery Office publications. 

(cs). A Guide to the Records in tbe Public Record Office of Ireland, 
having specially in view the embodying of tbe matter of such parts 
of the Reports of the Deputy-Keeper of the Records now out of print 
as are of permanent value in elucidating the nature and arrangement 
of the Records, but not including appendixes forming Calendars or 
Indexes. 

(fe). The List of Grants and Wills of the Diocese of Dublin to 1800, 
issued as an Appendix to the 22nd Report, and long out of print, to 
be reissued as a separate Stationery Office publication. Such re- 
issue to embody in the general alphabetical arrangement, the Addenda 
attached to the original edition, and the Corrigenda issued with the 
31st Report. 

(c) . The Calendars of Fiants of the reigns of Henry VIII., Edward 
VT., and Mary, issued with the 7th, 8th, and 9th Reports, all now 
out of print, to be reissued in one volume as a Stationery Office 
publication. 

(d) . The Calendar of Fiants of the reign of Elizabeth, printed with 
the 11th, 12th, 13th, 15th, 16th, 17th, and 18th Reports, to be printed 
as a Stationery Office publication. These would occupy two volumes, 
and the Index which appeared as part of the 23rd and 24th Reports 
should be reissued as a third volume, when it goes out of print. 

5. Your Excellency was pleased to recommend these publications 
to the favourable consideration of the Treasury, and Their Lordships 
have since been pleased to sanction the printing of (a), (c),and (<Z),buton 
account of its much greater cost have declined to sanction (h).

Preliminary Work has 
been done towards the formation of Calendars of the early Eyre Rolls, 
and of the Exchequer Memoranda Rolls of Henry IV. 

45. General Catalogues of the Crown and Peace Records of the 
counties of Antrim and Twone have been prepared and indexed. 
The Catalogue of the King^s Bench Records has been supplemented 
by the insertion of details of more recently received records, and the 
Catalogue of the Records of the Consolidated Taxing Office has also 
been completed.

47. The printing of the third volume of the Acts of the Parliament 
of Ireland during the reign of Edward IV., interrupted as mentioned 
in last Report, has been again undertaken by Dr. Berry, and was 
almost completed at press at the end of the year. 


48. The second volume of the Calendar of the Justiciary Rolls of 
Edward I., was completed at press at the beginning of 1913, but 
had not yet been delivered by the Printer at the end of the year. 


49. The Printing of the volumes mentioned in jDaragraph 4 had 
not yet been authorised when the year closed.
